APPLICATIONS

 AND PERMITS ISSUED

 UNDER CHAPTER 3

ARTICLE 6, DIVISION 1 OF THE SAN DIEGO MUNICIPAL

CODE.

May 23,2022), codified in Chapter 3, Article 6, Division 1, sections 36.0101 to 36.0116 of the

San Diego Municipal Code

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the City to establish fees to recover the costs of providing

services in accordance with San Diego Administrative Regulation 95.25 and Council Policy

100-05, "User Fee Policy," and applicable State of California law; and

WHEREAS, the City conducted a full evaluation of the projected costs and revenues

associated with providin

g City services

 to implement

 and enforce the Sidewalk

 Vending

Ordinance, in accordance with the California Constitution, which authorizes local governments

to impose fees or charges 

related to government

 services, regulatory

 fees, and charges for

 use of

local government property; and

WHEREAS, the San

 Diego City Council (Coun

cil) established a $38

 fee for

 sidewalk

vending applications and 

permits (Fee) by adoptin

g Resolution R-314117, e

ffective May 23,2

022;

and
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WHEREAS, the Fee 

reflects a portion of the

 estimated reasonab

le cost of 

providing the

service for which the Fe

e is charged as set

 forth in the staff

 report accompanyi

ng this Reso

lution;

and

WHEREAS, the Council requested that City staff return for a review and analysis of

actual data and costs and 

to consider whether any

 Fee modificati

ons are necessary 

or desired;

and

WHEREAS, the Fee was

 reviewed by the

 Budget and Governm

ent Efficiency Comm

ittee

on April 12, 2023, in accordance with Council Policy 100-05; and
